A conmumication from Prague raming Hoyer to the post left vacant by 
Dr, Miroslav Rasin arrived recently at the Uruguayan Foreign office 
and has been disregarded. One official at the Foreign Office com- 
mented that no amount of pressure applied by the Prague Government 
will result in Hoyer’s offieial. recognition.
